at  Providence,  Rhode  Island.  His 
education  was  interrupted  at  this 
point  by  the’  first  World  War,  which 
ended  for  him  at  Caxnp  Fonston,  Kansas, 
a long  way  from  home  for  a boy  whose 
ancestors  have  lived  in  New  Eagland 
for  over  three  hundred  years  within 
a radius  of  only  ten  miles.  Little 
did  the  young  lieutenant  then-  realize 
that  he  would  be  living  in  KansasTOity 
many  years  later. 

He  ret-urned  to  his  studies  and  re- 
ceived an  L.  L.  B.  Degree  from 
Columbia  Ikiiversity  in  Nw  York  City, 
and  for  three  years  practiced  with 
law  firms  which  included  a firm  in 
New  York,  and  the  firm  of  Shoop  and 
Chalair  e in  Shanghai , China , after 
which  he  hung  up  his  shingle  in  his 
old  home  town.
